OTHER LOSSES IN BOTH CASES. 


With conspicuous bravery firemen exposed 
themselves to peril in fighting flames tast 
evening in the six-story building at 160 and 
162 Superior street, near Wells street. The 
fire spread with such rapidity that several 
persons were overcome by smoke and car- 
ried‘ from the building, while others had 


narrow escapes. Several firemen were hurt. | 


The property loss was $80,000. 

The building is owned and partly occupied 
be Zero Marx, manufacturer of signs. The 
sign factory rooms were filled with cans cf 
paints and varnishes, which caused the 
blaze to start up several = after it wae 
apparently under control. 


Another Fire; Same Neighborhood. 

At 2 o’clock this morning, after the fire 
apparatus had left the Marx fire, a still alarm 
was sent in from the building owned and 
partly occupied by the Dauchy iron works, 
80, 82,-and 84 Illinois street, not far from 
Market street. 

This fire resulted from an ‘explosion, and 
when Chief Musham arrived on thé scene 
he at once sent ina 4-11 alarm, realizing 
that the building was practically doomed. 
Several firemen were driven out of the up- 
per floors by the spreading flames. At 2:3%,

Explosion of Varnish Starts It. 

The Marx fire started in the rear of the first 
floor, and is supposed to have been the result 
of an explosion of varnish. Charles Peter- 
son, a watchman, discovered it and ran to 
turn in the alarm. The fire went up the 


freight elevator shaft in the rear and broke 


into the cigar shop of Husted & Gessler. 
C. Husted, Charles Green, and Joseph Moel- 
ler were in the room, and while Mr. Husted 
put the books and papers in the safe Moeller 
telephoned’ to the police. By this time the 
safe door had been shut, and the three men 
ran to the fire escape, which is on the alley 
on the east side of the building. They found 
the flames ‘bursting through the windows, 
cutting off escape by the ladders. 

Moeller wrapped his coat about his face, 
climbed down through the fire, and jumped 
into the alley. His clothing was scorched 
and his hands burned, and he inhaled con- 
siderable smoke. Husted ‘and Green were 
earried out later. 

On the second floor Foreman Nicholas lig 
of Caldwell & Co., manufacturers of games, 
had remained with Thomas Moran and Oscar 
Plink to.finish. a rush order. Their first 
warning was #n explosion of varnish on ‘the 


first floor. 


Moran and Plink started for the fire escaye, 
while lig, who lives at 8084 Nofrial avenue, 
ran to the rear of the shop for his coat. 
When he started to retrace his steps the 
smoke was so thick he was forced to crawl 
toward the front. Although he knew: the 
interior of the rooms well, in his. excitement 
he missed the front door, and was nearly 
overcome when he found the exit. 


Daring Work of Firemen. 

The ‘fire, which had started in the rear, 
worked forward untfl it reached the Stairway 
in the center of the floors on the east side. 
Ascending this it’ broke out on-the fifth and 
sixth floors in spite of all the firemen could 
do. The blaze in the rear had been subdued 
by this:time, and all the efforts were directed 
to the upper stories. Leading the members 
of Engine Company 11 Captain Lacey 
and Liéutenarnt Mooney miourited the fire 
escape, carrying @ line of hose. In'spite of | 
the fire ahd smoké ‘which rolléd. out of the 


windows ‘on both sides they -climbed to the 


top. The rubber coats were burned from the 
backs of both men and the fire escape grew 
hot under thelr’ fect, but they. refused to 
leave. 

At last the water was turned ct, and Lacey 
and Mooney were given a weapon. The 
stream at close range beat back the fire for a 
time, and- enabled members of the company 
to enter. the: fifth floor. -It:- was this work 
which saved .the building... from total de- 
struction. 

In front EngineCompany 13 was working on 
an extension ladder In the same way. ‘The 
ladder grew ‘slippery with ice, and the blaze

TRAP AND SLAY BORGLARS 


OHIO OFFICERS win IN BATTLE | 


WITH TW 0 ROBBERS. 


Supposed, Confederates Act. with 
‘Sheriffs and Men Are Taken by Sur- 
prise When They Break Into Home 
of a Wealthy Widow at Gallipolis, 
0. — Desperate Fight Follows, in 
‘Which Both of the Thieves Die and 
Two Opponents Are Wounded. 


‘Gallipolis, O., Jan. 29.—[ Special. J—An at- 
tempt at robbery at 7:30 o'clock this evening 
resulted in. a battle in-which- two burglars— 
Harvey liams and John Lysle of Athens— 
were shot to death; Pete® Frintzwald, Mar- 
shall of Athens, dangerously wounded; and ‘ 
Deputy Sheriff Manring of Gallipolis shot in 
the arm and hip, but not seriously. 

The scene of the fatal affray was the home 
of Mrs. M. E. Priestley, one of the richeat 
women in the city, and the tragedy was the 
outcome of a carefully laid plan by local ot- 
ficers to catch the robbers in the act. - 


Former Attempt Frustrated. 

Mrs. Priestley lives with a mata. and a 
nephew, John: Priestley, as her com- 
panions. In the basement of her home is 4 
large safe, in which, until recently, she kept 
her jewels and a goodly sum of money, “A 
month ago an attempt to rob the house was 
frustrated by the nephew, after which the 
valuables were removed to a safety deposit 
vault. 

- Recently ‘Sheriff A. Murphy of, Athens 
County received a tip that a plot was on 
foot to rob the house, and that the burglars 
had taken Bob Sweet, a man known to the 
officer, into their confidénce. The Sheriff 
persuaded Sweet and a blacksmith, Weldon 
Kyle, to acquaint themselves with the pjans 
sn the robbery and to assist him in foiling 


them. 

| Taken Into Plot. 
ae was learned that Williams and. Lysle 
were alone in the job, and they were induced 

to let Kyle and Sweet share in the danger and 
in the plundér, 

All details were arranged at a secrét meet- 
ing in Athens a few days ago, and the rob- 
bery set for an early hour this evening. The 
officers then arranged their plans. 

Sheriff Murphy of Athens telephoned 
Sheriff McDaniel here that he would be here 
on Wednesday, and came down on the after- 
noon train. It was about 6 o’clock this 
evening when the burglars, Harvey Will- 
fams and John Lysle, arrived on the Kane- 
sige Michigan train from Athens, and, 

as prearranged, went to the grounds 
gate, one mile above town, wh they were 
to meet Sweet and Kyle. 


Burglars Meet Supposed Accomplices. 

They found their men in waiting and 
started for the Priestly home, which is on 
second avenue, in the main part of the city. 
All were heavily armed. The four men walked 
directly to.the front gate and went around 
to the side and. rear doors.

Finding of the Body. 
Yesterday morning, at a few minutes after 


5 o'clock, the boy went to prepare the store

but not until Fred Beth, a driver fora bakery 
wagon, arrived at the store to make his 
usual delivery of bread and pies was it known 
that the boy had sacrificed his life. 

When Beth walked into the store ‘he found 
Howard Shaw, 376 Sacramento avenue, 
standing at the counter. Shaw wanted to 
make a purchase, and not seeing the boy 
Supposed he was busy in the basement.. The 
door was wide open. The fire had not been 


started in the big stove in the rear of the 


room. Both men thought it strange that the 

boy shoul be absent, 

leaned over the counter. He saw a form 

lying on the floor, face downward, an out- 

stretched hand clasping arevolver.. The boy

Bullets Tell the Story... . 

The location of the bullet marks toM the 


story of the fight., One bullet imbedded in | 


the jamb of the door proved that the door 
was open while the fusillade went on. It was 
fired while the plucky youth crouched be- 
hind the end of the counter. Another bullet 
from his revolver struck the corner of a box 
which stood on the counter in front of him. 
What became of the four remaining bullets 
in his revolver is not known. They may have 
gone wild through the open door, or they 
may have found their mark in the bodies of 
the robbers. 

The bullets fired by the robbers were of 
larger caliber than those discharged from 
the boy’s revolver. One of them lodged in 
the door behind the counter. Another struck 
the drawer behind and near the end of the 
counter. The missile which killed the boy 
hit him in the right a

MEET COAL OPERATORS AT INDI- 
ANAPOLIS TODAY. 


Annual Conference fer Illinois, Indi- 


ana, Ohio, and Peunsylvania Will 
Consider Wage Scale, Hours of 


Five Hundred Delegates Will At- 
tend and Sessions Will Continue 
Ten Days or Two Weeks. : 


_ Five hundred delegates, represen Iiif- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, and | will 
attend the fifth annual joint conference of 
coal miners and operators in Indianapolis 
today. The conference will be in progress 
from ten days to two weeks. The t 
questions under discussion will be the basing 
scale of wages, hours of work, and relative 
prices between hand and machine mining. 

These four States have for five years corh- 
| bined in exerting a powerful influence over 
the coal mining industry of the United 
States. In the first instance.the conference 
was the outgrowth and termination of the 
long strike of 1897 in the’ States » named. 
Since that time: mine owners in this terri- 
tory have recognized the Mine Workers’ 
‘Union of America, with J. J, Mitchell at its 
jhead, and have met with it annually in joint 
interstate, State, district, and subdistrict 
conventions for the purpose of agresing upon 
a scale of wages and general piansto he car- 
ried out for the ensuing year. : 

Copy Illinois Commission. 

Each State has its organization. That of 
Illinois was organized in 1807 and is known 
as the Illinois Coal-Operators’ association. 
It has instituted a commission; Herman Justi 
being the commissioner. This experiment 
has proved to be so successful in many ways 
that the:other States have in a .measure 
adopted or will adopt the same idea. 

The plan of the commission isthis: That 
all questions affecting the employer in his 
relations to his employé shall be referred to 
the commissioner, chosen by the miners, who 
acts as an advocate in their behalf; to pre- 
vent friction and settle disputes with em- 
ployés by. having employers submit their 
differences to the commissioner, who takes 
up the questions with the Mine Workers’ 
union and settles them on the merits alone. 

This in a degree places the labor union on 
trial, giving ‘it an opportunity to prove its 
claim to popular sympathy to be well found- 
ed, while capital will show what even a 
small organization can do to enforce its 
rights, giving to mine owners the chance to 
show that they mean to be fair, and that they 
are willing the public should know the truth 
about the differences which arise. 


Settles Many Questions. 

The interstate conference practically set- 
tles questions affecting other coal mining 
States, though it has no controlling power in 
West Virginia, owing to the fact that labor 
cannot be organized in that State.

which in turn serve as a basing rate through- 
out the entire State of which they are a 
part. The basing rate in Indiana is fixed for 
the whole State. 

The interstate conference settles many 
other questions purely local by agreed dif- 
ferentials, and the several! districts through- 

out the whole territory, acting upon the 
agreed differences, settle minor questions. 

These regulations, when agreed on and ad- 
—- to districts by differentials, have al- 
m the effect and force of laws, for miners 
must agree to them to be recognized in the 
trade.

POOR HEALTH THE CAUSE, 


Believed He Intended to Shoot. 
State Senator Brackett 


FOURTH SUICIDE IN FAMILY, 


Saratoga, N. Jan. 29.—[Special. 
Caleb Weeks Mitchell,-a sporting man and 
gambler, known the length and breadth of 
the land as “ Cale” Mitchell, ended his 
sixty-five years of life in a sensational man- 
ner at 8:30 o’clock this morning. He was the 
fourth member of the Mitchell family to 
close their eyes on earth as suicides, his 
mother and two brothers having all died by’ 
their own hands. . 

“Cale” Mitchell for a number of weeks 
back had been complaining of poor health. | 
He appeared greatly depressed in spirtts and | 
at times appeared as if suffering to a certain ¢ 
extent from melancholia. He left home 
shortly before 8 o'clock this morning, and @! 
few moments later went toa hardwarestors 
on Broadway and,:purchased a revolver, 
saying he intended’to shoot some cats. 
Mitchell also bought a box of cartridges, 
which he left behind him after loading the: 
weapon. He then walked hurriedly to the 
town hall, on the front office floor of which 
are the law offices of State Senator 
T. Brackett. 


Dies in Town Hall. 


He found Senator Brackett’s door locked _ 
and asked of a janitor: “‘ What time does 
the Senator get around?” | 

‘‘He will not get around for some time to 
come,” answered the janitor, who then left 
Mitchell standing and walked to another por 
tion of the building. In the meantime Sena- 
tor Brackett had left his North Broadway 
residence and walked directly to the railway 
station, where he tooka train for Albany. | 

hile Mitchell was standing near the door 
of Brackett’s office, and just after the janitor 
left, John Gilroy of Granvillepassed him. 

Suddenly a shot was heard and Mitchell, 
with blood pouring from a wound in histem-. 
ple, dropped dead on the matting in front of 
the main door of the Brackett law offices. 

Mitchell’s motive in committing suicide 
there is a matter of conjecture. The general 
opinion is that had Mitchell met Senator 
Brackett at his office he would have attempt- 
ed to shoot him and then followed ft up by 
committing suicide, as it is understood that 
their relations to each other had been 
strained for some time and that “ Cale had 
frequently expressed a desire to “ get even 
with the Senator. 

“ Cale’? Mitchell’s Career. 

“Cale” Mitchell, who was a Democrat, 
was elected Village President in 1872. He 
was again returned to the same office in 
1892 and reé@lected in 1894. The foll ng 
' winter he was legislated out of office, and 
it is aNegwed that he laid the blame upon | 
Senator Brackett. Mitchell, who was gen- 
erally known as a gambler, became some- 
what notorious last season in connection 
with Dan Stuart, Peter Delacey, and other 
gamblers, who sought to conduct what was._ 
called the “ White House” poolroom on Bast 
avenue in this village, which was suppressed 
by the local authorities. Mitchell and his 
friends in turn caused several raids upon 
R. A. Canfield’s Saratoga club, but accom- 
plished nothing. 


Held Senator to Blame. 

“Cale’’ Mitchell believed: that Senator” 
Brackett was mainly responsible for the 
closing of the “ White House” poolroom. 
and took every opportunity to express his 
opinion on this matter. 2 

Senator Brackett, who left Saratoga for 
Albany at 8:10 o'clock this morning, was in- 
formed at the State Capitol of the tragic 
death of Mitchell, and expressed great sur- 


prise. 

“T last saw Mitchell on 
day,’’ said Senator Brackett. ‘‘ He came to 
me about the chances.of his being able to 
run his poolroom. He urged me to be his 
friend. I told him I would be his friend all 
right, but that it would not be a friendly act 
to let him believe that there was any like- 
lihood of his being permitted to open his 
place, because I realized that there was none. 
When he went away he seemed a good deal 
disturbed over what I had said. That w 
the last time I saw him.”’ |

- Court Authorized to Decide. 

It is declared that it did actually investi-

It is also declared that the record of the 
court shows that Schley did actually. exer- 
cise the powers and assume the responsibili- 
ties ef command over the American forces 
in the battle, and, if he did this, in the ab- 
sence of any right so to do, then, under the 
naval regulation, his conduct would have 
been “ grossly insubordinate and caleulated 
to weaken the lawful authority of his prop- 
er commanding officer, and as such would 
have been highly censurable, and. should 
have been so held by the court.” It is fur- 
ther stated that the court itself did not deny 
its right to inquire into this subject of com- 
mand, and that the Secre of the Navy 
never did, his disapproval of Dewey's decla- 
ration being based “ solely upon an erroneous 
statement that the court had excluded evi- 
dence in relation thereto.” 

The counsel then take up the question of

President J. G. Schurman of Cornell University, at a banquet of the Boston Re- 
form club on Jan, 20, delivered a gheech on the Filipino question which received 
widespread publication because of his former official position as President of the first 
commission to the Philippines. One of his remarks was so radical and open to so 
much possible misinterpretation that in ofder to insure accuracy THE TRIBUNE wired 
President Schurman for a confirmation of the utterance, and received and published | 
on Jan. 22 the following reply: | 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 21.—{Editor of The Tribune.]—The report that I have joined 
the anti-im . and that at a dinner last night I sald “‘ The Filipinos must have 
independence" and that “ McKinley so intended’ is not correct. 1 have not joined 
the anti-imperialists. I was @ guest of the Boston Reform club last night, and after 
dinner spoke on the Philippine question. My speech was'a part of.a long address 
recently given before Cornell University, whch is now in the press of Charles Scrib- 
Sons. I must refer for. details to that- publication, which will appear in'a few 
days. In the meantime I would say this to Tus TRipunE: When President McKinley 
invited me to accept the Presidency of the first Philippine commission he sald the sole 
object of taking the Philippines was the humanitarian one of carrying them the bless- 
ings of liberty. Our commission reported that the intelligent Filipinos, though recog- 
nizing the need of temporary American intervention and tutelage, all desired and 
hoped for ultimate independence. I said last night that these two objects coincided. 
The Filipinos want ultimate independence, and our progressive grants of liberty 
and home'rule must eventuate in independence, and it is American sentiment and 


Philippine sentiment that must finally settle the queston. j

I said in Boston that if. the Christian Filipinos of Luzon and Visayas wanted 
independence and showed themselves fit to use it, I believed the American people 
would grant it, as our object in taking the Philippines ‘was purely humanitarian . 

General Wheaton is reported to have said that in the Philippines men have been 
sent to prison for such remarks as these. If that be true it is the saddest and most 
discouraging truth that has come to us for a long time from the Philippines. With- | 
out freedom of speech civil goverment will never win the support of the Filipinos. 

I do not know what General Wheaton had in mind when he said that my policy 
would mean the expenditure of much treasure and the shedding of blood like water, 
for the fact is that the policy I outlined would put an end to both these evils. 

General Wheaton wants 50,000 soldiers for five years and then a colonial govern- 
ment based on those which England and Holland have framed for Oriental races. | 
But General Wheaton’s Commander-in-Chief, President Roosevelt, said in his message 
to Congress that we were to do for the Filipinos far more than any other nation had 
done for a tropical people, and that we were to fit them for self-government after 
the fashion of the really free nations. 

I am with President Roosevelt and against General Wheaton. And I go further 
and say that as the American people have not yet passed upon the question of a final 
Philippine policy, it is as proper for me to advocate eventual independence as for 
General Wheaton to recommend colonial servitude like that of Java or India. 

General Wheaton’s “ free speech” was considered officially at a Cabinet meeting 
after it had stirred up an acrimonious debate in the Senate over the question of 
censuring him. It was decided that he had not overstepped the bounds of propriety.

Good Roads Soon the attention of the 
_to.Be Issued. €xperts-of the depart- 
: ment, and sections of 
roads. as object lessons are being built in 
different parts of the country. The hope is 
expressed that before many years all roads 
in the United States used for heavy traffic 
will be macadamized, graveled, or other- 

wise improved. 

The absence in many placesof rock, gravel, 
or other hard and durable substances with 
which to build good roads, and the excessive 
cost of such toads where suitable material 
is scarce, will necessitate the use of earth 
roads for many years to come. Under 
favorable conditions of traffic, moisture, and 
maintenance the earth road is the most 
elastic and satisfactory for pleasure and 
light traffic, 

The bulletin will state that the alm in mak- 
ing a good road is to establish the easiest, 
shortest, and most eC6nomical line of trav- 
el, and it is desirable that roads should 
be firm, smooth, comparatively level, and 
fit for use at all seasons ofthe year. They 
should be properly located, so their grades 
will be such that loaded vehicles may be 
drawn over them without great loss of 
energy; properly constructed, the road bed 
graded, shaped, and rolled, and surfaced 
with the best available material. 

Attention is called to many errors in lay- 
ing out roads, especially the common error 
of endeavering to secure routes covering the 
shortest distances -between fixed points, 
The bulletin will be illustrated.

as a widow, is alive and has another wife 
and is now living at Kingston, De Kalb 
County, Ill. Bradford is now drawing a 
pension, and this fact led to the discovery 
that he is still alive after an. investigation 
was made, when the wife whom he married 
during the civil war applied for a pension. 

Eugene L. Bradford enlisted as a private 
in the :Higin (ill.) battery of light artillery. 
As shown by the records of Knox County, 
Tenn., Eugene L. Bradford and Olley George 
were united in marriage on Jan. 16, 1865. 
At that time Bradford was serving with the 
Eigin Light Battery. 

The couple lived together only a short 
time, and the husband went away with his 
battery, leaving a tintype with his wife to 
serve to remind her of him. She stbse- 
quently received a number of letters from 
her husband. On April 23, 1900, Mrs. Brad- 
ford of. Knoxville, Tenn., believing. her hus- 
band to be dead, filed an application for a 
pension .as his widow. In her claim « 
stated that her husband disappeared on 


Her claim was rejected 
because the records of the Pension office 
showed that the soldier she claimed was 
her husband was not only still living, but 
was drawing a pension. Mrs. Bradford then 
filed an application for a division of Brad- 
ford’s pension under the provision of the act 
of March 3, 1899.

A note from the President con-’ 
gratulates me upon ‘the high charac | 
indeed, I may say the extraordinarily high 
character—of the trustees’—such are his 
words. I believe this estimate has been 
generally approved throughout the wide 
boundary of the United States. ’ 

“My first thought was to fulfill the exz- 
pressed wish of Washington by establishing: 
a university here, but a study of the ques- 
tion forced me to the conclusion that under) 
present, conditions, were Washington still 
with us, his finely balanced judgment would 
decide that in our generation, at least, such 
use of wealth would not be the best. 

. “One of the most serious objections, and 
one which I could not overcome, was that:

** Gentlemen, your work begins; your alms 
are high, you seek to extend known forces 
and to discover and utilize new forces for the:

The deed itself recites in substance ae fol- 
lows: That Andrew Carnegie deems it his 
duty and highest privilege to administer the 
wealth which has come to him as trustee 
in behalf of others, and, entertaining the 
belief that the best means of discharging 
that trust is by extending the opportunities 
for study and research in the country, he 
transfers to the trustees named $10,000,000 
of registered 6 per cent bonds of the United 
States Steel corporation. 

This gift is to be held in trust, the income 
from the bonds or other securities that may 
be substituted for them to be applied to 
paying the expenses of the trustees, who. are 
to receive the bonds and collect the interest 
and may sell the same and invest the pro- 
ceeds according to the laws of New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Maseachusetts, and who 
are not made responsible for the safety of 
the bonds or for their depreciation. They 
may appoint officers, fixing their ss‘aries, 
and provide for the financial business of the 


_ The income is to be expended in found~- 
ing in Washington an institution to coép- 
erate with those now or hereafter estad- 
lished, and in the broadest and most liberal 
manner encourage investigation, research, 


and discovery, show the application of 


knowledge to the improvement of mankind, 
provide such butidings, laboratories, books, 
and apparatus as may be needed, and afford 
instruction of an advanced character to: 
students properly qualified to profit thereby. 

Unexpended income may be kept in a re- 
serve fund to defray the cost of buildings. 

By a two-thirds vote the trustees may 
modify these conditions in accordance with 
the original which is “ to secure, 
if possible, for the United States of Amer-. 
ica, leadership in the domain of discovery 
and the utilization of new forces for the 
benefit of man.” 

After accepting the deed of gift, the 
trustees proceeded to adopt bylaws, and 
then elected the following efficers: Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees, Abram Hew-., 
itt; vice chairman, Dr. J..8. Billings; secre- 
tary, Charles D. Walcott. 

Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, who was elected

ISSUES NEW LIST| 


Institutions 
Shown to Have Severed 
Their Connections. 


CHANGED RULES CAUSEIT| 


Combination of Stable Car Com- 
panies to Be Larger than 
Reported. 


GAIN BY GAS COMPANY. 


An official list of banks having Clearing- 
House privileges has been issued by the Chi- 
cago Clearing-House association, showing 
that twenty-seven institutions have given up 


their connections, 


Under the new rules adopted last year by 


“the Clearing-House association there has 


been a complete revision of the old system 
formerly prevailing in Chicago, and the 
practices followed by the New York body 
have been adopted in large measure. The 


result of this is that all so-called non-mem- 


ber banks, which were accustomed to clear- 
ing through regular members, are subject 
to the same scrutiny as members. 

The Clearing-House committee took the 
position that non-member banks, whether 
private banks, real estate firms, or stores 
with banking departments, should submit 
periodical statements of their condition, just 
as national and State institutions do. Some 
of the non-members did not care to do this. 

The main influence, however, which in- 
duced many of the banks and private banx- 


‘ ers to give up their official connections was 


‘the charge made for Clearing-House service 
under the new rules. Non-member banks 
with a capital of $50,000 or under are charged 
$150 a year and those with more capital $260 
@ year. This is much less than the New 
York organization charges. The business of 
moat of the non-member banks was too 
small to make it worth while to pay such @ 


charge.

A. story heard on the street is that the 
Amalgamated company has sold ite product 
months ahead at the low figures recently 
prevailing. Now, it is said, the company has 
little or no stock on hand, and inasmuch as 
the demand continues, prices are being ad- 
vanced to check the demand.

Underwriters Undertake Work of, Re- 
vising the Rules and... 


Charges. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ association yes- 
terday undertook the work of‘a complete re- 
vision of rules and charges. For nearly a 
year a committee has been pruning, and re- 
vising, and bringing them up to date. The 
report was accepted yesterday with few 
changes, so far as its consideration went, 
and an adjournment was taken to Monday. 

The acetylene gas and calcium carbide 
rules were changed to make them uniform 
with the National board procedure. 

A restricted permit was adopted for auto- 
mobiles using the lighter hydrocarbons, and 
a storage charge was fixed adding to the 
building rate 10 cents for one vehicle, 15 
cents for two, and five cents for each one in 
addition. 

The benzine and naphtha rules were made 
clearer, and hereafter the agent can grant a 
permit for not exceeding one gallon for each 
tenant, instead of five gallons for therisk. . 

An average clause was adopted, but is not 
required where there is 100 per’cent coinsur- 
ance. In blanket insurance, where there is 
100 per cent coinsurance, the average clause 
is not needed. 

On building insurance the valuation clause 
was done away with and 80 per cent coinsur- 
ance required. Heretofore the valuations 
have been too low and have not followed the 
fluctuations in value of building materials. 

Foundations may be excluded insur- 
ance, but no other part of the building. 

Superior construction may be 
in the rate. 

Building risks are to be written for not to 
exceed one year, unless the occupancy per- 
mitted is preferred. 

Cancellation and rewriting of buildings, 
unless subject to being written under ‘the 
percentage coinsurance clause, is forbidden.

Death of kimberly (retired) died at 

Rear West Newton, Mass., on 
A@miral yesday morning last, after 
Kimberly. jong illness, leaving be- 


hind him a record of honora- 
ble and distinguished service. That service 
practically began during the civil war, at the 
outbreak of which he was promoted from the 
rank of Lieutenant to Lieutenant Command- 
er, although prior to that time he had served 
on the African coast as well as in Asiatic 
waters. In the civil war he performed serv- 
ice which brought him the highest commen- 
dations as executive officer of Admiral Far- 
ragut'’s flagship, the Hartford, in which ca- 
pacity he took part in the operations at Port 
Hudson, Grand Gulf, Warrington, and Mo- 
bile Bay; in all of which his skill and cour- 
age were highly commended in reportg to 
the Navy department. After the war he 
served with distinction in many posts of re- 
sponsibility, making a record for excellent 
service both in Corea and during the hurri- 
cane at Samoa, which destroyed so many 
vessels. The death of this gallant sailor is 
@ matter of local interest, for, though not 
born in Chicago, he was but 8 years old 
when he came here with his father, Dr. Ed- 
mund S. Kimberly, one of the founders of the 
city. It was here that he had his early edu-

SCHURMAN’S “CHRISTIAN FILIPINOS.” 

Tus Trisune prints elsewhere a reply 
from President Schurman to General 
Wheaton’s comment on his Boston speech. 
In his letter President Schurman mentions 
the particular Filipinos to whom he thinks 
independence should be given if they wish 
it and show themselves fit to use it. This 
same question was dealt with in his Boston 
speech. 

He said in that speech that, in consider- 
ing the ultimate destiny of the Philippines, 
“ we must first eliminate the Mohammedans 


pinos ” are, in his opinion, the only Filipinos 
whose wishes or welfare should be consid- 
ered. He says they desire independence, 
and, therefore, their independence is “a 
consummation devoutly to be wished.” 
They are Christians. Therefore, in the 
opinion of President Schurman, they have 
rights to which pagans are not entitled. 

President Schurman fails to say when or 
where it was decreed or established that 
none but those who profess the Christian 
religion are deserving of independence. He 
will hardly venture to say that the Declara- 
tion of Independence was promulgated for 
the benefit of Christians only. Its author 
was popularly supposed to be an ip- 
fidel. It ig not customary nowadays to 
assert that any one of the “inalienable 
rights” of a man depends upon the creed 
he professes or that a Christian has more 
inalienable rights thdn a Buddhist or a 
Confucian. If President Schurman’s ideas 
were to prevail it would be necessary to 
take a religious ce to learn where inde- 
pendence should be granted. 

Perplexing questions will arise in the 
Philippines if creed is to determine the right 
to independence. Where Christians and 
non-Christians are living together shall the 
former be granted independence, though in 
the minority, if they clamor for it, and the 
majority be denied independence because 
they do not belong to the true religion? 

The inhabitants of the Sulu archipelago 
are, generally speaking, Mohammedans and 
polygamists. President Schurman looks on 
them as an inferior lot, with a small stock 
of “inalienable rights.” There are a few 
Christians in the archipelago. Are they to 
be deprived of one of their “ inalienable 
rights” because they are in bad company? 
And what about the 60,000 Chinamen in 
and near Manila? Are they to be given in- 
dependence because they live among Chris- 
| tian Filipinos, or are they to be denied it 
“because unbaptized? There must be Jews 
in the Philippines, for there is no part of 
the world where they have not wandered. 
Are these Jews to be given independence 
or to be counted among the heathen? 

Are the Christian Filipinos to whom Pres- 
ident Schurman would grant their independ- 
ence to be allowed to enslave the Chinese, 
Mohammedans, Jews, and idolaters who 
‘may dwell among them? The yoke of the 
Christian Filipino would be a heavy one, 
judging from the peculiar evidences of fer- 
vid Christian faith they have displayed. 

Are there many Christians among the 
bolomen, the murderers of the friars, the 
swearers of false oaths, the creatures who 
have made assassination a virtue? If so, 
what kind of Christians are they? If Chris- 
tians at all they are on the verge of relapsing 
into paganism and barbarism. 

* Suppose these Christian Filipinos are 
given their independence and then abjure 
Christianity? What would President 
Schurman do to them? Would he punish 
them for their abandonment of their relig- 


which they were entitled, not as Filipinos, 
but as Christians? : 
It is true that about the time the Phili 
pine Islands were discovered the idea ob- 
tained in the civilized world that Christians, 
or persons posing as Christians, were alone 
entitled to rule, and that non-Christians, 
especially if they happened to be black, yel- 
low, or copper colored, must be con- 
verted, enslaved, or killed. It may be 
that President Schurman revert- 
ed to this “creel outworn.” If. his 
Christian Filipinos should get the independ- 
ence he would give them, and, being inde- 
pendent, should live up to this old creed

CLARK’S TRIBUTE TO SCHLEY. 

The selection of Captain Clark, late of 

the Oregon, by the President to assist in 
the representation of this country at the 
coronation of King Edward has not only 
evoked the hearty approval of the people 
of the United States but it has served once 
more to emphasize the importance of the 
services of Admiral Schley at Santiago by 
bringing indirectly to light the following let- 
ter, written to the latter on Nov. 13, 1899: 
- My Dear Admiral: Last night I was shown an 
article in the Philadelphia Times in which it is 
stated that you suggested that I should be hon- 
ored in the same way that you will be by the con- 
tributors who wish to present you with a set of 
silver made from the Spanish coins found on board 
the Cristobal Colcn. 

I am not surprised that the first thought of the 
man who said *‘ There is glory enough for all *’ 
should have been ‘* There is enough for two,’’ es- 
pecially as you knew that the glorious four hours 
of July 8 were only the nearest and best of those 
that make up the many years of our friendship. 
But as the contribution was made solely for you, 
and as no thought of me entered into the minds of 
any of the contributors, I cannot permit your sug- 
gestion to be carried out, although I understand 
it was unanimously accepted and heartily ap- 
plauded by those who heard it. Please express 
to them the gratitude I feel, for I am truly appre- 
clative of the honor they would confer; indeed, 
they have greatly honored me already, and I 
could not accept anything more. I know | am 
imposing a hard duty upon you, but the contrib- 
utors should, of course, be informed as soon as 
possible, and I have to depend upon you to reach 
them and to explain tg them why I could not avail 
myself of their generous intention and desire. 

But it will be easier for you to do that than for 
me to thank you for your more than considerate 
act. I am deeply affected by'it, -for it calls to 
mind the signals, *‘ Well done, Oregon; thanks for 
your splendid agsistance,’’ and ‘‘ Welcome back, 
brave Oregon,’’ made by the man who led the 


where victory .alone could save from death and 
perhaps torture. With kindest regards I am, dear 
Admiral, sincerely your friend, C. E. CLARK. 


This interesting letter is a testimony, to 
the generosity of Admiral Schley and the 
courteous modesty of Captain Clark, and 
to the strong and enduring friendship be- 
tween the two sailors. Friends of Schley 
had bought from the government some 
Spanish coin found on one of Cervera’s ves- 
sels, intending to make from it a silver 
service for the Admiral. When he learned 
of this he refused to accept the gift unless a 
similar one were made to Captain Clark, but 
for whom, he said, the Brooklyn could not 
have captured the Colon. 

This letter also expresses im no uncer- 
tain manner the convictions of the writer 
as to the courage of Admiral Schley dis- 
played in storming a Corean port as well 
as in attacking Spanish ships. This let- 
ter bears testimony to the prominent part 
which the Admiral took in the battle of 
Santiago. From this letter it might be 
inferred that Captain Olark was of the 


| opinion that Admiral Schley was extremely 


at the front on that occasion. Certainly 
he was the only officer with whom the Cap- 
tain of the Oregon had any communication 
by signal during the engagement. 

There is not on officer in the navy of the 
United States better qualified to testify 
about the Santiago fight than Captain 
Clark, for the Oregon and the Brooklyn bore 
the brunt of the battle. The Brooklyn and 
the Oregon were in the fight from start to 
finish. These two ships, the one flying 
the colors of the commander, Commodore 
Schley, the other commanded by Captain 
Clark, made the victory complete, for with- 
out them the Colon might have escaped, 
though Schley said if it tried he would 
chase it to Spain, and there is little doubt 
the Oregon would have joined without wait- 
ing for instructions from Siboney. . 

The President could not have made a bet- 
ter selection than that of Captain Clark 
to represent the United States navy at 
the coronation—the man who sailed the 
Oregon round the Horn and into Santiago 
Bay in time to take part in the battle and 
help to win it side by side with the Brooklyn. 
The President when he made that selection 
must have known what Captain Clark’s 
feelings are.conterning Admiral Schley. 
And he may have known that he expressed 
them in the above letter, whose tone must be 
exceedingly displeasing to the enemies of 
Schley in the Navy department and the 
navy.

It has final 
jurisdiction in a few cases now, but the num- 
ber is so small that Mr. Miller hardly exag- 
gerates when he says appeals are always 
taken from an Appellate Court decision. 
To all intents and purposes it is merely the 

half-way house” Mr. Miller calls it. If 
the Appellate Court were made one of last 
resort in certain classes of cases, the Su- 
preme Court would be relieved and litigants 
would be benefited, because their suits would 
be diaposed of more expeditiously and at less 
expense. Nor would the quality of Appellate 
Court justice be so inferior to that of Su- 
preme Court justice that suitors would have 
cause for complaint. In cases where an 
Appellate Court has final jurisdiction it will 
feel greater responsibility than in cages 
where it has not and where its conclusions 
may be reversed by overworked Supreme 
Court Judges. It is not at all necessary that 
every picayune suit should go up to the 
highest tribunal and be determined by it. 
Substantial justice can be secured without 
that long trip. In the world of business 
there is a constant striving to do away with 
friction and to save time and expense. 
Where there is an unnecessary middleman 
he is cut out. If this same desire for econo- 
my of labor and the speedy attainment of 
results prevailed among those who have it in 
their power to modify the judicial system of 
this State, the Appellate Court would have 
been given years ago Mhat enlarged authori- 
ty it ought to have. ;

ALCOHOL FOOD AND TONIC 


DR. A. P. MATHEWS sCOUTS 
SCHOOL BOOK THEORIES. 


Beer, Wines, and Whisky Good for the 
Digestion, Says University Profes- 
sor—When Harm Results It Comes 
from Drinking to Excess or from 
Impurities in the Beverages—Such 
Stimulants Used the World Over 
and No Ilb Effects Noted. / 


Beer, wines, and even whisky are good for 
the digestion and are not dangerous to the 
health, unless used to excess, according to 
the statement made yesterday by Dr. Albert 
P. Mathews, head professor of physiological 
chemistry at the University of Chicago. 

Dr, Mathews, who has gained renown 
among scientists by reason of his researches 
with Professor Loeb on the subject of elec- 
tricity as the basis of muscular energy and 
other original work, made the talk before a 
class in physiological chemistry at Rush 
Medical College. He also ridiculed the state- 
ments in some of the standard school books 
on physiology that alcoho) worked great evil 
on the stomach and the nerves. 


Harm Done by Impure Liquor. 


The statement also was made that in the 
cage Of bad results from liquors the impuri- 
ties that were mixed with the alcohol were 
in almost every case responsibie for the 
effects and not the alcohol itself. 

‘* Alcohol is easily digested when taken into 
the stomach, and it aids also in the diges- 
tion of other foodstuffs,” said Dr. Mathewa. 
*“* Alcohol in itself does not bring injury to 
the system when taken'in moderation, but 
is rather of benefit to the health. Beer and 
light table wines do not, as a rule, harm any 
system. There are some cases, of course, when 
these drinks might not have a good effect, 
but in the main they help the stomach to 
perform its offices without doing injury. 
Moreover, alcoholic drinks do not injure the 
nervous system unless taken in greater 
quantities than the system is able to stand. 
Akcohol is a nerve tonic. 

“When drinks are taken in excess it is 
natural to expect that the system will suf- 
fer and most of the good effects of the drinks 
will be nullified. In most cases where these 
bad effects occur the -evil is traced not to 
the alcohol itself but to the ingredients that 
are mixed with the alcohol. For instance, 
pure whisky is not bad for the man who 
drinks it, but impure whisky is deleterious. 
Much of the beer t is served in this coun- 
try is bad. It is a well-known fact that per- 
sons coming from Germany, where beer has 
been taken regularly at meals and at other 
times, find that beer in America has another 
effect than that they have been experiencing 
and makes them sick. 


Alcohol Used Throughout World. 


“When it is said that alcoholic drinks 
are damaging to the system it might be re- 


‘membered that all over the world alcoholic 


drinks are taken with meals and are found to 
be free from injury. If the liquors had had 
a damaging effect it would probably have 
been noted. The text books In the schools 
nowadays which give great portiong of their 
reading matter over to an exposition of the 
supposed evil effects of alcohol show how 
unscientific such treatises have grown to 
be. Such books do not give the pupils who 
study them a proper knowledge of the sub- 
jects.”

Half the Railroad Lines in Possession 
of Five Men—Who They 
Are. 


Here, then, is a vast continent belted, and ° 


banded, and criss-crossed with 200,000 miles 
of railroads. Many of the roads are great 
independent lines, and some are systems 
controlled by groups of men outside the five 
large syndicates. But practically half the 
stupendous network, affecting in one way or 
another every inhabitant of the country, is 
in possession of five little bodies of men with 
headquarters In New York. A strip of land 
hundreds of miles wide, beginning at the 
Washington ports in the Northwest and 
sweeping east to the lakes, is practically an 
industrial field of Mr. Hill and Mr. Morgan. 

In Mr. Harriman’s hands in some measure 
is the prosperity of California and the South- 
western States, as well as of a broad strip 
up the Mississippi Valley, a fertile band 
through the prairie States, and all the hab- 
itable land reaching west from the Rockies 
to the coast. ‘The central Atlantic States 
live to the rhythm of the New York Central 
and the Pennsylvania railroad. It is true 
that one can go from Boston to San Fran- 
cisco, from the gulf to St. Paul, and travel 
not a mile on the roads of the railroad giants, 
but only through a narrow pathway and 
for the t part within view of competing 
syndicate lines on either side. 

When it is remembered, furthermore, that 
Morgan men are directors in Vanderbilt 

roads, Hill men in Pennsylvania roads, 
Gould men in Harriman roads, and that every 
other possible interweaving of common con- 
trol exists throughout the great groups, the 
lines of demarcation melt away and we see

This is equivalent to a decree of banish- 
ment, which will excite no astonishment 
among those who have taken the trouble to 
make themselves acquainted with the con- 
dition of affairs in the court circles of Ger- 
many. Duke Siegfried is not only one of the 
finest and most successful gentlemen riders 
in Europe, especially in steeplechases, but 
has likewise been the owner of a large rac- 
ing stable. The latter has cost him enor- 
mous sums, and this, in connection with 
other extravagances, and also what is de- 
scribed as an “‘ unfortunate entanglement,” 
coupled with a glaring neglect of his military 
duties, has led the aged Regent to adopt 
summary measures with regard to him. 
By orders of the Regent, whose power over 
all the members of the royal house is as ab- 
solute as it is despotic, his entire racing 
stable has been brought under the hammer, 


broken up. 

The Regent cannot be blamed. The scions 
of the historic house of Wittelsbach have 
always been a wild lot. It is superfluous to 
recall here the extravagances of King Loéuis 
IL, but I will merely remind my readers 
that Prince Rupert, the heir presumptive, 
was subjected to three months’ close arrest 
a couple of years before his marriage for 
running away, being only found after seven 
weeks of frantic search all over Europe, con- 
cealed at Paris, and that his younger brother, 
Charles, after also running away from home 
with the object of going to sea before the 
mast, was finally discovered in the pauper 
ward of a Saxon hospital, to which he had 
been committed by the local authorities as a 
vagrant, footsore, and starving tramp, | 


It may be noted that the well-known cav- 
alry General, Baron Konitz, who ranks as 


Siegfried which have led to his being thus 
publicly disciplined, the General declaring 
that the young Prince neglected his duties 
and gave a bad example to his fellow-offi- 
cers by his extravagance, indiscipline, and 
fastness of life. It was this same General 
whose complaints a year ago led to the re- 
moval of the extremely popular Prince Al- 
fons of Bavaria from the command of the 
cavalry brigade which had been intrusted 
to his direction. 

If I draw attention to thia it is because In 
monarchical Europe, and especially in Ger- 
many, it is rare to find a cavalry officer of so 
relatively obscure birth as General Baron 
Konitz bringing complaints against Princes 
of the blood, and insisting upon their being 
called to account. Few officers indeed would 
eare to risk both their military and social 
position by thus exposing themselves to the 
ill-will of the members of the reigning house. 
Such independence is exceedingly rare, and 
apparently excites the respect and admira- 
tion of the Prince Regent. 

Sir Merrik Raymond Burrell, who is short- 
ly to be married to the daughter of Walter 
Winans of Maryland, United States, and of 
Surrenden Dering, Kent, when in. England, 
is a scion of one of the oldest houses in Eu- 
rope. True, Sir Merrik’s baronetcy is of rel- 
atively modern creation, dating only from 
1766. But the Burrells are a historic family, 
who claim descent from Borrell, a Goth, who 
flourished in Barcelona in the ninth century. 
John Burrell, a direct ancestor, is on record 
as having fitted out a ship-and equipped a 
company of archers for his King in 14M. 
Ranulph Burrell, another direct ancestor 
of Sir Mérrik, married the only daughter 
and heiress of Sir Walter Wodeland, who 
bore the Black Prince’s banner at the battle 
of Poictiers. The baronetcy was conf 
as stated above, in 1774 on Merrik . 
who was Governor of the Bank of England. 
The present Baronet is an officer of the First

This ceremony was 
omitted at the subsequent coronations of

Lord Gwydyr was likewise present at the 
coronations of King William and of Q 
Victoria, and being still hale and hearty, 
spite of his great age, hopes to witness the 
coronation of King Edward next June,
